The Prince of Wales presided at a dinner of 
Iho printers and orphan asylum, and the 
Duko of York was chairman at the Royal 
Literary Society, while the Conservative 
leader of the House of Commons, the Rb. 
Hon. A. J. Balfour, paid his compliments to 
tho press ab tho Newspaper Society dinner 
and made a striking allusion to the 
power of advertising. "We habitually 
boaib," said Mr. Balfour, " ot tho 
extension of our railways, postal and 
telegraph facilities, but we aro inolined to 
overlook tho press as the agent whiob brings 
Into communication the different classes of 
sooioty. lu my judgment of all machinery 
used in communicating-information to the 
publio, nothing is of really moro importance 
to the community ab large than the power 
of the people to communicate by advertise- 
ment and bring the buyer and seller to- 
pettier and give them machinery for com- 
municating their wishes to one another." 

Tho Queen's visit to London was brief, as 
usual, and she returned to Windsor Castle 
on Thursday following the drawing-room. 
On Tuesday, May 21, she will remove to 
Balmoral, where sho will remain for a 
month. The Princess of Wales, on behalf 
of Her Majesty, will hold the remaining two 
drawing-rooms of the season. Tho Princess 
of Wales has greatly ohanged, and now 
looks quite an old woman. 

Lord Kosobery when bidding farewell to 
the Queen of Holland ab the railroad station, 
previous to their departure for home, looked 
ten years older than he did six months ago. 
His face was haggard, and he leaned on a 
etiok. He will embark on Monday on 
board the Admiralty yacht Enohantress at 
Portsmouth for a cruise in the channel for 
the benefit of his health. 

Tho government of the Argentine has re- 
fused to inorease the capital of the national 
bank, and proposes to diminish the pro- 
is duties, especially those levied on 
sugar. 

The universal exhibition at Amsterdam 
was opened to-day with muoh ceremony. 

Tho Abbe de Broglle, a brother of the 
Duo de Broglie, was murdered to-day by a 
woman named Amolob. The abbe, it ap- 
pears, had been her confessor, and she 
seems bo have labored under the dolusion 
that he had oaluminated her. She demand- 
ed from him a wribten retraction of the al- 
calumnies, and when the abbe de- 
clined to grant her requesb she drew a re- 
volver, tired four times and killed him. 

Ib is reported that Herr von Koeller, bhe 
Prussian minister of the interior, has re- 
ceived an anonymous letter warning him 
thab ho would go tho way of the late Presi- 
dent Carnob of France, who was assassin- 
ated ab Lyons lasb June. Herr von Koeller 
is Bald to have shown tho letter to the presi- 
dent of the roiohstag, Herr von Bueol Beron- 
bBrg. 

Nobody was surprised when the Reichstag 
to-day, after rejeoting paragraph 112 of tho 
anti-revolution bill, refueed to further dis- 
cuss ib, and all its amendments wero with- 
drawn. Thon the entire bill, paragraph by 
paragraph, was rojeoted without debate. 
When tho lasb paragraph had boon disposed 
of tho anti-Somites and members of tho 
let t cheorcd boisterously and the Bit- 
ting was adjourned amid iutonso excite- 
ment until Monday, when the disousBion 
upon tho customs convention with Austria 
and tho tobacco tax bill will be taken up. 
There is muoh discussion in political circles 
to-nighb at tho unexpected denouement and 
tho effect it will likely have ou the Em- 
peror, Tho jjonerai belief exprossod to- 
night is that Minister of the Iutorior Herr 
von Koeller muBt fall with the anti-revolu- 
tion bill.

Examination of Sisters of Deceased— Disposi- 
tion of the Thirty Thousand Insur- 
ance— Scene In Court. 

Toronto, May 11. — (Special)- Judging 
from tho present rate of spoed bhe Hyams' 
murder trial will go on indefinitely. Tho 
defence is displaying thoroughness in in- 
vestigating every minute pieoo of testimony 
that evidences an intontion to take full ad- 
vantage of every point. To-day Mrs. 
AyleBworth, siBter of tbo dead boy, related 
incidents connected with Harry Hyams 
visit to hor house aftor WoIIb' doath. 
Hyams was nearly fainting, his cuffs 
wero bloody and bis sleeves wore also cov- 
ered with blood. Ib waa aftor tho death of 
hor brother that the engagement betwoon 
hor Bistor and Harry Hyams took place, but 
bIio supplemented this statement by saying 
thab thoy had beon engaged fivo or six 
times prior to his doath. Harry had told 
hor that tho woight had fallen on and brok- 
en Wells' collar-bone ; witness asked, " la 
ho dead ? " and Hyams said no. 

Thoro was a sensation when tho name of 
Mrs. Harry H. Hyams waa oallod. Coun- 
boI for the defence strongly objeotod to her 
evidenoe. Mr. Lounb held thab a wife 
oould nob be a competent wibnoBB against 
her husband, Tho judge said bhab tho mat- 
ter oould be discuasod at tho end of tho 
oaBo if neoesaary, and Mrs. Hyams 
was thon examined. She trembled 
ao that she was not able to stand, 
and a ohair was given her.

EC DA DOE'S REBELLION. 

Esmeraldas Saved From Bombardment by 
the American Cruiser " Ranger." 

Panama, May 11 Tho British bark 

Chala carried 150 troops of the Eouador 
government from Manta, conveyed by tho 
gunboat Cotopaxi, carrying 200 bo Punta- 
aua, off Ksmeraldas, May 3. In trying to 
effoob a landing the troops meb with con- 
tinuous firing from tho shore, and were 
forced to retreab with heavy losses. Capb. 
Bayano, of the Cotopaxi, realizing the uae- 
lessness of his guns at the distance from 
Puntasua, turned Ihis oourae to a point 
nearer to Esmeraldas and began to shell the 
town effectively. Then he threatened a 
regular bombardmont unleea bhe rebels 
evacuated their position within 24 hours. 
Ab thia juncture the Ranger, under cabled 
orders of tho United States to protecb 
Amerioan interests, made its appearance. 
Capb. Watson landed immediately under a 
flag of truoe, and hia counael and friendly 
lofluenoo prevailing, the rebels quibbed 
Esmeraldas and Capb. Bayano assumed pos- 
session. The rebels remain enoampod in the 
vicinity. The revolution Ib everywhere 
gaining in Ecuador. Gen. Altaro haa been 
proclaimed its leader. Tho rebel general 
Bosven holds Babahoyo, wbioh is on the 
Guayas, seventy miles from Guayaquil, with 
an army of 700 men. 

Senor Dr. Don Luis Cordero was eleoted 
preeident of tho Ecuadorian republio June 
30, 1802. His government la Involved in a 
dispute with the republio of Colombia ro- 
speotlng territory on the left bank of the 
river Napo, and last year the Ecuadorian 
congress revoked the boundary breaty oon- 
oluded in May, 1890, which Peru amended 
in 1893. He commands an army of aboub 
3,300 men and his navy is manned by aboub 
128 men. There is a national guard, aaid 
to oonsist of 30,000 men, on which he can- 
not depend. The present revolution baa en- 
listed Liberals, Radioals and Conservatives. 
Their rallying ory ia " National Honor 1" 
One of their pretexta Ib " the impudent Bale 
of the Esmeralda." Thia oruiaer was 
bought from Chilli and transferred to 
Japan. 

BRITAIN AND THE U. S. 

Settlement of^Questlons at Issue Temporarily 
Postponed. 

Washington, May 11. — The departure of 
Sir Julian Paunoefote, Britiah ambassador, 
for Europe early nexb month will probably 
result In the postponement of aotion in the 
proposed Behring sea commission, the arbi- 
tration of tho Venezuelan question, and 
other pending subjects In which the United 
States is conoerned, until the Ambassador 
returns in the fall. The Venezuelan cor- 
respondence may continne through summer, 
bub no doolsive developments closing the 
question or bringing ib bo a oriaia in which 
this country may be required to act are ex- 
pected until autumn. In bhe meantime, 
Senor Andrade, bhe Venezuelan minister, 
will go away for tho summer. 

SEALERS* IMPLEMENTS. 

BrlUoti Government Will Not Renew the 
Asreement Respecting tho Sealing 
Up of Arms, Etc. 

Ib will be remembered bhab lasb year an 
agteemont wua entered into by Great 
Britain and tho United States under which 
Boaling schooners for Behring sea were al- 
lowed to pass through tho waters in whioh 
oaling was prohibited during tho close Bea- 
Bon, conditional on thoir armB and Imple- 
ments being sealed up. This waB to enable 
them to enter the sea ab the earliest pos- 
sible moment after the closo season had 
onded, and to ronder it more difficult for 
tho vessels to offend ogainBt tho provisions 
of tho sealing regulations. 

This year tho Britleh authorities have re- 
fused to enter into the samo convention, as 
is Bhown by the following telegram from 
Ottawa :

CHILI AND BOLIVIA. 

Treaty of Pcnco Between the Two South 
American States— Mutual Concessions. 

Buknos Ayres, May 11. — A dlBpatoh 
from Valparaiso states that a treaty of peace 
and friendship has boon concluded botwoen 
Chili and Bolivia, by whloh the former 
oodes Bolivia a small atrip of territory and 
a port on tho Paclfia midway between Iqui- 
quo and Pisagua. Chili in return rocoivoa 
commercial advantages. 

Washington, May 11. — Tho conoluBion of 
the Chili-Bolivia treaty la Baid to ho of 
far-reaching importance, particularly to 
Bolivia, as ib makos the latter a Pacific 
Coaat country, after it has been ehut inland 
fjr ton years. Whon Chili conoludod her 
war againab Peru and Bolivia the viotora 
took all tho aeacnaat territory of Bolivia, 
leaving hor landlookod, like Switzerland, 
without opportunity for commerce by tho 
Paoifio and unablo to maintain a navy. In 
1884 a treaty of truoo was effected botweon 
Chill and Bolivia, but tho latter did not 
gob baok hor coast territory. After remain- 
ing hemmed in for ton yoars, Bolivia now 
gains a Paoifio port and a strip of territory. 
This will enable hor to rosumo oommorae by 
tho Paoifio without orosslng Chilian eoil, and 
lb will pormlb re establishment of hor navy.

MR. HARDT'S EXPLANATION. 

lie Admits tho Truth of tho Serious Charges 
Acalnst Sim, hut Claims His Conduct 
Was Justifiable. 

Tho San Francisco Examiner of Tuesday 
last, which reached Viotoria yesterday 
evening, contains tho following special dis- 
patch from Portland, whioh will bo read 
with particular interest by thoao British 
Columbians who won medals at the recent 
Midwinter fair abd have not yob reooivod 
their medals. The cause of complainb was 
outlined in tho Colonist lately : 

" Mr. H. B Hardt, late Canadian com- 
missioner to tho Midwinter fair, ond ex- 
director-general of the unsuccessful Port- 
land exposition, who has been in Portland 
several months, to-night was shown Satur- 
day's Examiner containing a diBpatch from 
Viotoria in whioh it waa charged that ho re- 
fuaod to doliver the medala and diplomaB 
awarded to Canadian exhibitora at the Mid- 
winter fair unleaa ho waa paid auma varying 
from S3 to §6 50. Ib waa abio stated that 
Mr. Hardt pretended to be Canadian com- 
missioner to the fair, and was reoognized in 
that oapaolty by tho fair management ; that 
he had never been so appointed, bub on tho 
contrary was usurping tho plaoe of JameB 
Anderson, who was the duly ac- 
credited representative. Mr. Hardb 
said : ' Teat ia substantially true, 
every line of lb— bub I would liko to 
add a little to ib. The faob of the mabter is 
that I paid out of my own pocket for all of 
the Bpace upon which Canadian exhibits 
were plaoed. I went to San Franclsoo be- 
fore the fair oponed and paid $3,000 cash 
for the spaoe, part of whioh I permitted 
these Canadians to use free of charge. After 
the fair I shipped, through Joseph Stitlsa, 
of Montreal, free of charge, every diploma 
awarded to the Canadian government. If 
any of tho successful manufacturers, who 
had exhibits on my space, wanb diplomas 
or medala awarded them, aa I olaim that I 
waa personally imtrumcntal in securing free 
spaoo for them, lb is only right that they 
should repay mo Buoh moneyB as I have ex 
pended in postage, expresaago, etc., to re 
compenBe me for the outlay. 

" I am not trying to make anything out 
of the business. If I get what I demand, 
whioh Is S3 for each diploma and S3 50 
for eaoh medal, the total sum I shall re- 
ceive will nob more than reoomponse me for 
my actual cash. They muab either recom 
penso me or I shall retain the papers and 
bronzes that are to me worthless trash. 

" As to my assumption of the title of Can- 
adian Commissioner that Is not strictly 
true, for I never claimed to be more than 
acting Canadian Commissioner. ThlB man 
James Anderson gave everything in connec- 
tion with the Canadian exhibit into my 
ohargo for a consideration, and during hla 
stay at the fair acted merely aa superinten- 
dent or watohman. I did all the work and 
aoled aa commissioner in good faith 
When Mr. Anderson left San Francisco, aa 
nearly aa I could learn, he did not take the 
trouble to hunt up tho diplomas and medals. 
I did and I have them all in my possession, 
ready to turn over to the partioa for whom 
they wero intended when the comparatively 
small sum which I olaim for contingent ex- 
penses Is paid to me."

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BRITISH COLUMBIA CONCERNS 



Interview With Hon. J. H. Turner - 
The Policy and Prospects of 
the Province. 

Mlnintr Development — The British 
Pacific Bailwav-GrlevanMS 
of the Sealers. 



(From tho Canadian Gazette ) 
There la no eeoret about the nraia objeob 
of Mr. Tumor's visit to London. At the 
last session of the Brltiah Columbian legis- 
lature a loan of £420,000 was authorised, to 
bear interest, not exceeding 'Ah per oont. ; 
and it ia Mr. Turner's purpoao in visiting 
thia country to uupnrvhe the negotiations, 
and, at tho same time, to enjoy some respite 
from official cares. For aeven successive 
years Mr. Turner has held the portfolio of 
finance In the provincial oablnet, and last 
month, upon tho elevation of Mr. Davie to 
the chief justiceship cf the provinoe, he also 
took upon himsolf the duties of tho premier- 
ship. 

THE DEPRESSION. 

" Times are not at their best with you in 
the Paoifio Province," remarked a Canadian 
Gazette representative to Mr. Turner on 
Monday. 

" Mo ; times have been very bad with us. 
One of our chief industries — tho lumber bus- 
iness— has bacn and is depressed, and the 
fishery business has been bad, too. Tho de- 
pression hap been general all along the Paoi- 
fio coast and thrcughout the American con- 
tinent, and, indeed, throughout tho world. 
We did not feel it in British Columbia until 
a year or bo ago, but we have felt it since, 
especially in the lumb.-r business." 

WAUS AND TRADE. 

"They say that a depression may bo ex- 
peoted to strike Canada a year or eighteen 
months after it strikes the States." 

" Yes, that is curious. The depression in 
lumber began before the trouble in Valpar 
aiao. That country ia a large customer of 
ours, The war stopped exports, but when' 
the war was over we all thoughb there would 
bo a large demand. The country was, how- 
ever, bo disorganized that the demand did 
not arise as we expected. Then the war 
between China and Japan upset another 
branch of the lumber trade, but we are now 
just beginning to ehip lumber to Europe, 
and — a new departure for us — to Egypt, 
too. The Australasian trade ib very poor 
as yet ; yon know how depressed all busi- 
ness has been In the Australasian colonies. 
Of course, the opening up of China aa a 
result of the war should mean muoh to us, 
for heavy works are certain to be undertaken 
there, and ours is thy lumber for shipping, 
buildiog, and the like. We have always 
done a little with Japan, and that too has, 
of course, ceased, bub a large dem»nd may 
be expected now." 

THE JAPANESE TREATY. 

" Bab the cable tells us, Mr. Turner, that 
your government is determined to do all it 
oan to check the development of Canadian 
trade with Japan by opposing Canada's in- 
clusion in the benetita of tho Anglo- Jap- 
anese treaty." 

" I know nothing of any suoh government 
opposition. No step of the klod had been 
taken or even thought of when I left British 
Columbia. It Is, of oourse, possible that 
those who are opposed to the cheap labor 
which the Japs and Chinese bring to the 
Paoifio coaat may havo appreoched the min- 
istry sinoe I left, and asked that the Cana- 
dian government ba petitioned to oppose 
Canada's inclusion in a treaty which would 
tend to encourage the ii-flux of that oheap 
labor; but the question is one requiring 
careful consideration, and it had not really 
come before us when I left Victoria." 

*' It must, of oourse, be decided upon 
broad national lines — from the point of view 
not alone of one province but of the whole 
Dominion." 

" Quite so ; that is natural. Canada aa a 
whole, and BritlBh Columbia In particular, 
would, presumably, derive great commercial 
advantages in Japan under the treaty, and 
againat these advantages would be aot this 
very difficult question of Aoiatio immigra- 
tion." 

AGAINST THE ASIATIC. 

" But surely, Mr. Turner, you differenti- 
ate between the Japs and the Chinese. 
Upon the Chinaman, I know, you put a poll- 
tax of $50 on entry, but not upon the Jap. 
The Chinaman looks upon British Columbia 
and all white man's land as a place for 
money-making, not for home-making. China 
remaius his home, and there ho takes his 
savings and dies. Nob so the Jap." 

" No doubt that iB so, and until the ses- 
sion hjforo tho laBt no attempt w»b made to 
legislate agalnet the Japanese In British 
Columbia. But the question wbb ralsod in 
that session— upon some railway bill, I 
think, when a clause was under discussion 
forbidding tho employment of Chinese 
labor — and someone then said that the Japs 
would be just as troubleaomo to working- 
man as the Chinese" 

" Yot what would you do without tho 
Chinese and tho Japa 1 " 

" It is a difficult question. They cer- 
tainly are our market gardeners, our waBhor- 
f oik, and furnish our cheap labor. A few 
white mon havo of late taken up market 
gardening, and there an good openings in 
that way for mon with capacity and small 
capital." 

NO RAW YOUNG MEN WANTED. 

" What olaesea of Engliehment do you 
want V 

" None, unloea they havo money or <*re 
hard workora. Buainesa is, aa I havo said, 
in a depresaod state jusb now. Not only is 
the lumbor business bad, but in many dis- 
tricts the fishory business has not boon pay- 
ing, though tho Frasor fishery is happily an 
exception. Tho coal mining industry is also 
not what ib was and what it will be again. 
Wo havo been ovorrun with young men who 
want situations. Now, we really havo no 
room for them as things are." 

" Nob oven if they moan hard work on, 
Bay, the land ? " 

" Ah, bhoy say thoy will do anything, 
and they are willing enough. Thoy sot to 
with tremondous spirit, and work splendidly 
at the outaet, but from want of exporionce 
bhoy may not uso tho beat judgment, and 
Booing little progress made, especially In 
Bome of our hoavily-wooded seotiona, thoy 
give it up in deBpalr. They havo not enough 
grit and porsiatent patienco for a now coun- 
try, and it is bettor for them to stay hero at 
homo in England ond do the baat thoy oan." 

EXPERIENCE AND CAPITAL. 

" Whom then do you enoourago ? " 

" Men with Bomo exporionce and capital, 
who will bo satisfied to go into mixed farm- 
ing on our count lands especially, or in tho 
interior of tho island ar.d tho mainland,

Did j ou ever hear ol tuoh a thing 
f jr a laud eo cbandantly endowed as Britieh 
C ilumbia is ? and yet it is not evoryono that 
am farm. Wo want, aa I say, men with 
e fperlance i.nd eenno oapltal ; not raw youths 
wi h nci'her. 

COLONIZATION NOT ISOLATION. 

" Experience haa also brought home to us 
thn great benefit of aettlemono in oolcnies aa 
opposed to eottlement in isolated items. We 
havo, as you know, drawn up regulation to 
encourage settlements in coloniea so that 
sectlera may not bB Bhut out from one an- 
other, but may have their sohoole and 
ohurohea and social organ Izitlons." 

" These colony regulations are not, thon, 
anplioahle only to tho Norwegians at Bella 
Coo'a ? " 

" .No, Ihey am open to all ; but they are 
working well at Bella Coola, whero the ool- 
onista have joint fishing and farming hold- 
ings, and easily find a markot along the 
coast, and at Nanaimo and elsewhere, for 
their fish and produce. Already the Nor- 
wegians there havo put up forty houses to- 
gether in a oolony, and two delogatea wore, 
when I left, returning to Montana or Dakota 
to bring 100 more to the settlement." 

" You, too, like tho NorthweBt and On- 
tario and Queboo, aro Bottling your vacant 
lands with oolonists from the United 
States?" 

" And excellent colonists thoy aro. There 
ia another oolony on the woat coast of Van- 
couver Island also of Norwegians acd also 
from the Statoa, and they will, liko the 
Bella Coola ooloniats, attract fellow-country- 
men from Soandlnavla." 
'* The country suits them f 
" Yea. Tho leader of the Bella Coola set- 
tlement amused mo tho othor day. When 
ho waa in the middle of negotiations with 
tho government some persona interested in 
other parta Bought to dissuade him from 
Bella Coola. 1 Poor oountry, that,' they 
bold him ; ' rains 100 days out of the 365 ' 
' And did that frighten you V I asked. 
' Well,' he replied, * I told him that in our 
oountry we had rain for 200 days out of the 
3G5.' As a matter of fact, the Norwegians 
do not find the rain at all excessive at Bella 
Coola." 

MINING PROGRESSES. 

" What aboub the mining prospeots in the 
province 5" 

" Very promising. You may remember 
that we guaranteed the bonds of the Nakusp 
& Slocan railway. The line was opened at 
the beginning of the yoar, and is eminently 
succoBsful in taking out ore ; In fact, there 
is more traffic than it can carry." 
" Where doea the ore go 1" 
" Ah, I thought you would aak that. At 
present ib goes to the United States, to 
Helena, to be amolted. It has to be picked, 
and only the richest la aent away. It must 
run $160 to $200 to the ton to make ib worth 
while to sond it away. But that will be 
remedied. A large smelter is about to be 
opened at Pilot Bay, on Kootenoy lake, and 
the ore will be sent direct thore for smelling 
to the groat advantage of the provii ce, 
Another very large amolter ia being built 
near Revelstoke on tho Canadian Pac.dc 
railway by a United Statea company to 
take the ore of tbab diatriob. From the 
Naknsp and Slocan district hundreds of 
thousands of tons of ore, mostly silver, have 
been taken out already. Then at Trail 
Creek, Kootenay, a mining railway la being 
built." 

" Also with United Statoa money i" 
" Also by a United Statea company. In- 
deed, the whole of the Kootenay without 
exception ahows great signs of prosperity 
this year." 

IN CARIBOO. 

"And what of Cariboo gold?" 
"Great developments are In progress 
there In the way of hydraulic mining. A 
olean np waa reported last autumn said to 
have been the result of a few days' working, 
the nett result of which waa somewhere 
about $5,000 or $6,000. Th» ground ia very 
rich, but the difficulty ha been to get 
enough water. Tbey have now completed 
their ditches — the Quosnelle one is sixteen 
miles, and the othor eight or nine miles. 
An English company is opening up the old 
Cariboo mines — tho old placer mines — and 
is Bending in gigantio Bteam pumping and 
hydraulic machinery. Those mines were 
abandoned many yoars ago after the miners 
had got out as muoh aa thoy conld of tho 
surface gold. One of the mlnea held by the 
widow of an old-time miner and unsaleable 
before, haa just 'been' bought by tho com- 
pany for $30,000, ao that tho outlook In 
Cariboo ia moat promiaing." 

BRITISH PACIFIC RAILWAY. 

"The talked of Brltiah Paoifio railway is 
planned to run through that Cariboo oountry 
from Victoria across Seymour Narrows to 
the Yellow Head Pass, is ib not? Are you 
us a government helping tho road ? " 

" It has a land grant of 20,000 aores per 
mile for its length, which would be 500 to 
600 miles ; that is a largo grant." 
" And aUo a money subsidy ? " 
" No, none has been asked for ; and seeing 
this large land grant and tho position of tho 
province, ib oould not be oxpeoted at pro- 
aent. Mr. Rlthot, M.P. P. , who Is largely 
interested in tho project, has spoken of 
some proposal ho may pub before th* gov- 
ernment for aid at soma future time ; but 
nothing Is in contemplation at present. 
Tho present loan Is not for tho purpose of 
aiding railway undertakings, but for public 
works and roada." 

THE SEALERS' ORIEVANCE. 

" I suppose, Mr. Turner, 3 ou fool sorely 
In British Columbia tho aotion of the United 
States Congrosa in throwing out tho sealers' 
award ? " 

" It Ib a groat Injustice to tho scalers ; 
and wo think, in view of tho groat hardship 
to theso deserving British eubjeots, the 
British govern". 1 should udvance tho

It is non- 
senao to aay, aa Senator Morgan docs, that 
tho claims are mado by Unitod States olbl- 
zenB. The Brltiah Columbia sealing fleet 
oonsIatB of about sixty-five veBSols, and of 
thoao two or three may bo ownod by United 
Statea citizens ; tho roab are owned by 
Brltiah Bubjects, and thoy look to England 
for juatico."

GOOD ADVICE. 

A good deal is being said in the East 
about a lebter of advice which Governor 
Sohults has received from Dr. Bourinot, 
Cierk of thb House of Commons, and tho 
principal authority now in the Dominion on 
constitutional law and parliamentary prac- 
tice. Ib soems to us the most natural thing 
in the world that Governor Sohultz should, 
in a matter for which there ie no precedent 
in the Dominion, oonsulb so high an author- 
ity as Dr. Bourinot. Tho remedial order 
now bofore the Monitoba Legislature is 
the first that was ever issued in this 
Dominion, and it is no roproaoh 
to Governor Schultz that he should 
feel at a loss how to acb with re- 
gard to it. The polioy of his making tho 
faot of his applying to Dr, Bourinot for ad- 
vice known, and of his permitting the letter 
of advice to be published, may bo open to 
question, but it seems to us that ho ought 
to be commended rather than oensured for 
applying to the best source available for 
counsel on so difficult a subjeob. 

The letter is a vory able one. Tho writer 
treats his subject from a non-political and a 
non-roligioua standpoint, Ho regards it 
simply as a matter of constitutional law. 
The constitution should, he believes, be the 
sole guide of all the parties concerned. The 
following extract from one of the con- 
cluding paragraphs of his letter, which is a 
very long one, shows very dearly in what 
light Dr. Bourinot views the Manitoba 
Bchool question in its present aspeob : 

lb will be seen from all that I have said, 
I take my stand entirely on the constitu- 
tional law which governs all parties to this 
ieBuo, and on the opinion of the highest 
oourb of the Empiro. Ab I oommenced this 
memorandum, so I conclude, by pressing the 
neoessity of taking in all Buoh matters as 
this a strictly legal view of tbo wholo ques- 
tion. I do so becauso ib is essential to the 
satisfactory and efficient interpretation of a 
writton constitution. I oannot do better 
than emphasize all I have Bald by quoting 
the language of an eminent Knglish consti- 
tutional authority, Professor Duey, on this 
very Bubjeot : " Federalism means legal- 
ism— tho predominance of the judiciary in 
tho constitution — the prevalence of legality 
among the people . . . That a fedoral 
system oan flourish only among communities 
imbued with a legal spirit and trained. to 
reverence tho law, is aa certain as can be 
any conclusion of political speculation. Tho 
main reason why the United States haB 
oarriod out the fedoral Byatem with 
unequalled sucaoss is that tho people of the 
Union aro more thoroughly imbued with 
legal ideas than any othor existing nation. 
Constitutional questions arising out of eithor 
tho constitutions of tho soparate States or 
tho articles of tho fedoral constitution aro 
of daily occurrence and constantly occupy 
the courts, Matters whioh excite the 
strongest popular fooling aro determined by 
tho judicial bench, and tho decision of tho 
benoh is acquiesced in by tho people. ThlB 
acquieeconoe or submission is due to the 
Americans inheriting tho logal notions of 
tho common law, i.e., 'of tho moot legal 
Bystem of law' (if tho expression may be al- 
lowed) in the world. Any nation who can- 
not acquiesce in tho finality oven of possibly 
mistaken judgments is hardly fib to form 
part of a fedoral Btato." 

Tho constitution is tho agroemont or cove- 
nant by which the provinooa whioh form tho 
confederation are hold togothor, and if tho 
peoplo of tho dlfforont provinces, of all 
orooda and all partioB, do not rospocb tho 
obligations of that covenant and aro not pre- 
pared to oarry them out until they aro con- 
stitutionally changed or abrogatod, tho con- 
federation cannot hold together. • Ib will 
cortainly fall to piocos, Tho first question 
to bo considered in connootion with this 
Manitoba sohool question, as Dr. Bourinot 
points out, is, What dosa the constitution 
say ; and how is it intorprotod by oompotent 
authorities I Tho proper intorprotatiun 
being known, all loyal Canadians, all respect- 
ers of tho covenant by whioh tho confedera- 
tion is hold togethor — whothor they like tho 
interpretation or not— will acquiesoo in that 
intorprotatloa and aob as ib directs. Toe 
bargain of confederation, like every other 
bargain, Is binding on all tho partios oon- 
oornod, and tho pormanonce of tho union 



depends on the strictest good faith being 
maintained. Dr. Bourinot has, wo are quite 
satisfied, pointed nut the way, and the only 
way, In whioh the Manitoba school problem 
can be satisfactorily solved. 

A SUSPlOlOns CONVERSION. 

Very little has been heard of the Mormons 
and their "peculiar Institution" of late 
years. It has been said that a vory largo 
proportion of the Latter Day Saints havo 
disavowed polygamy. Their sincerity has 
been doubted by unbelieving and uncharit- 
able gentiloB. These acoptlcB declare that 
some of the Mormons repudiate polygamy 
because its praotioe in tho territory is un- 
lawful and because its maintenance as a roll- 
glous teneb prevents tho territory becoming 
a state of tho Union. Some of the Mormons 
protend to renounce polygamy to gain polit- 
ical and other worldly advantages, bub let 
them be endowed with all the powers of 
self-government and they will return to 
their old ways in the matter of marriage. 

A constitutional convention was held In 
the territory a short time ago. Ab this con- 
vention the following amoudmonb was 
offorod : " The aab of tho Governor 
and Legislative Assombly of the Ter- 
ritory of Utah, entitlod ' An acb to 
punish polygamy and other kindrod 
offences,' approved February, 1S92, in 
ao far as tho same defines and imposes pen- 
alties, Is heroby declared to bo in forco in 
the State of Utah." This amendment, aftor 
a long dlsouasion, waa oarriod by a vote of 
72 to 16. This may bo oallod a modern 
" solf donying ordinanco," and makes poly 
gamy a felony in Utah when it becomes a 
state. Tho effeot of tho amondment to tlu 
constitution is thus described by an Ameri 
can newspaper : " Polygamy, plural and 
spiritual marriage, and all tho rost of the 
illicit unions which prevailed so long in 
Utah undor Mormon rule, are forbiddon by 
the organic law, and the sentiment of the 
people will uphold tho constitution." We 
aro afraid that our Amerioan contemporary 
is a little too sanguine. Moral reforms are 
very seldom indeed effected by statute law. 
The poople who do not believe in the right- 
ousness of a statute may find it convenient 
to conform to ib outwardly, bub their hearts 
and their oonsolenoes not being affected by 
the law, they violate it secretly as often as it 
is eafe to do bo, and as soon as they feel 
themselves Btrong enough they will, when 
they have power, do their very best to have 
ib repealod. It may be that polygamy in 
Utah is now part of a creed outworn ; that 
the people have become convinced it is 
wrong and that ib has in consequence be- 
come obsolete, and that the amondment to 
the constitution is little more than an 
indication of the ohango of sentiment and 
oonviotion that has already taken place in 
the territory. If this is the case, when the 
people are invested with the full power of 
self-government polygamy will bo sure to 
die out. But If it is not, if the Mormons 
are still In thoir heartB polygamlste, the 
" organic law " will not prevent tho revival 
of polygamy. As soon aB the Mormons aro 
convinced that they can safely go back to 
their old ways in tho matter of marriage 
thoy will strike out of tho constitution of tho 
state the provision whioh makeB polygamy 
felony. 

A SINGULAR CASE. 

A singular murder caBe has just been tried 
in Toronto. Some time ogo a young man 
named Frank WcBtwood was shot in the 
doorway of his father's house. He waa 
mortally wounded, but he did not die at 
once. He said that the person who shot him 
was a!man,but he waa unableto identify him, 
and ho had no suspicion as to who he could 
be. The murder created quite a sensation 
and search was made for tho murderer. 
After a while a girl named Clara Ford was 
arrested. It was found that she had 
in her possession a suib of man's 
clothing and a revolver which had recent- 
ly been used. The ovidenoo againab tho 
suspected woman was not at all Btrong, but 
the doteotive who had her iu charge In- 
duced her to make a confession. On the 
trial, in the witness box the prisoner with- 
drew her confession and declared that it 
wob all a lio from beginning to end. This 
is part of her evldonco : 

Roburn told mo to sit down at tho tublo, 
and he sab down beside mo and Bald, 
" Clara, if you don't toll this It'll bo tho 
worse for you. I you wore my own sislor 
I couldn'b do more for you." I said I didn'b 
know anything about it. Then ho aaid : 
" Only tell mo what your motive waB. 
Say that ho insulted yuu. There's $000 or 
SG0O offered for thlB," and with 
that ho winked. " If you don't," 
ho Baya, " it'll bo tho worao for 
you; but if you toll mo all I won't say a word 
about ib, and I'll see that you're a free woman 
and walk the streets again." (Sen- 
sation.) I refused again, Baying I 
didn'b know anything about it. Then Ro- 
burn looked at his watoh and Bald it was a 
quarter to or a quarter pasb eleven (I forgot 
which), and that ho had no more time to 
bother with it, and said, "Clara, you're in 
a not, and oan'b get out." All this time ho 
had been walking up and down tho room, 
and ovory timo he Bald ib would be tho 
worso for me if I didn't toll. I said I had 
nothing to tell. That is true, At lust 1 
got so oonfuBod, seeing thoy wero blaming 
me for what I hadn'b done, and that thoy 
said thoy would let me go if I confessed, 
that I said I did lb ; and thon, aB I had 
bogun, I wont on. I told him how I was 
dressed, and as ho said I had tho hat on 
I put that In ; and then about boing ab Mrs, 
Crozlors, just as she had told them before, 
I thought ib might as woll fit her Btory. 

Tho jury, ib soems, wero convinced that 
Bho told tho truth in tho witness box and 
thoy rofuflod to conviot her. Thore were 
olroumsbanooB, too, whioh corroborated the 
girl's atory. Evldonco was producod to 
show that ab tho time tho murdor was com 
mltbod she was at tho thoatro with a com- 
panion. It is not ofton thab a person who 
has oonfeaaod to having committod a orimo 
Is acquitted, but for a man or woman who is 
innocent to oonfesB to committing so serious 
a orlme as murdor is rarer still. From tho 
demonstration made by the crowd In and 
noar the court houso when it was known 



that a verdiot of "nob guilty "had been 
rendered, we conclude that popular sym- 
pathy was with the accused woman. 

STRAY SHOTS. 

Tho Times yesterday evening said nothing 
about " bye-eleotion results." In this it 
hardly did itself justice, for the ingenuity 
whioh can convert a loss of fifteen seats Into 
a gain of four is most remarkable iyid de- 
serves to be kept bofore the people. 

A good deal haB been said about the cor- 
ruption e f the Conservatives and the re- 
markable purity of the Grits. The follow- 
ing record of contested elections will give 
tho reader an idea mathematically exact of 
the reluive purity of tho two partios. Since 
tho Institution of tho election courts in 1874, 
the rocord Ib as follows, including tho elec- 
tion of 1891 : 

Conservative* Grit . 

Mombers unseated IS 83 

Members disqualified 1 3 

In face of this record, the man who do- 
olaros tho Grits pure and tho Conservatives 
oorrupt must havo a face of brass. 

During tho oampaigu prior to theelootlons 
in 1891, Mr. Charlton wrote: 

With a Frenoh Catholic leader, and undor 
tho manipulations of such unscrupulous 
machine politicians as J. D. Elgar ot a!., 
I have nob tho utmost cotfidonce in the im- 
mediate future of the Roform party. 

Has Mr. Charlton changed hia opinion 
since ho uttered tho abovo ? 



PEACE NEGOTIATIONS. 

Thore oan bo no doubb that tho great 
powors of tho W'eat havo exorolsod an in- 
fluence in modifying the terms of peace be- 
tween Japan and China. How that in- 
fluence waa exerted ia now, and perhaps will 
always remain, a secret. Bub we think that 
it may be safely taken for granted that If 
the negotiations for poses had not been oloso- 
ly watohed by poworful and highly interest- 
ed bystandors, tho tonus agreed upon would 
havo been materially different from whab 
thoy are. The consciousness of the presence 
of spectators was, we venturo to say, never 
for a moment absent from the negotiators, 
and bow thoy would regard this and that 
condition was well considered by thorn both 
We are very muoh afraid thab ib would 
havo gone vory hard Indeed with the 
Chinese if all thab they had to depend upon 
were the mognanimity, tho foibsaranco and 
the enlightened self-interosb of thoir con 
querors. 

Thero have been a great many surmises as 
to tho parts whioh Germany, Russia, ling- 
land, France and the United States took in 
this business of peace-making, but nothing 
definite seems to be known.

Howover, the business seems to be 
happily ended, and peoplo are now wonder- 
ing what is to be tho future of Japan.

All 
tho argumonts that could bo made for 
freedom for the human raco are con- 
densed in that able report. The state 
committee have placed the report on 
sale in pamphlot form, 25 cents tho sin- 
gle oopy, five copies for $1. Tho associa- 
tion's corresponding secretary, Mrs. 
Isabel Howland of Shorwood, N. Y., 
has chargo of tho matter. Tho proooeds 
of sales will bo dovotod to paying for 
printing documents and otherwise fur- 
thering tho work in New York. As to 
tho womon who aro doing the work, 
they do it without pay and find them- 
selves. No womon were ever moro un- 
selfishly devotod to a principle than they 
are.

Temperance Committee Want the 
Curfew Bell and a Plebiscite 
on Prohibition. 



Theological Union Meeting in the 
Afternoon and tyneBtion Drawer 
in the Evening. 



The llbble trouble that aroso over the 
resolution discountenanolng oanvassing for 
elections in the Methodist conference was 
finally quolled yosterday, and tho air is 
olear again. Yosterday morning, when tho 
aeaaion oponod, tho Prosidont announoed 
that Rev. T. W. Hall, who was in the chair 
when tho first roBolution was put, had since 
oomo to the conclusion that tho resolution 
was out of order. That being tho case, and 
the foundation thua being awepb away, tho 
whole after proceeding} Bhould be eliminated, 
and he hoped tho oonforenco would agree to 
this. 

Rev. R. R. Maitland introduced a 
resolution to rescind the resolutions already 
carried and to eliminate them from the 
minutcB, and thla was oarrled without dis- 
cussion. 

Tho Epworth League oommibteo roporb 
waB read by Rev. S. J. Thompson. Ib ro- 
commended that Mr. F. W. Davoy, of Vio- 
toria, bo chosen us representative of the Ep- 
worth League and Sunday school board bo 
the General Conference. Tho report also di- 
rected abtention to the General Conference 
deoiBlon that Epworth Loaguos could affili- 
ate but not amalgamate with other young 
people's aocietiea. The report waa adopted. 

Rev. Professor Coulter, of the Now 
Krunawick conference, at present teaching 
ab the Columbian MotbodisD oollege, West- 
minster, waa introduced to the conference 
and made a short addreBS, parbiy touching 
on the work ho is doing at the college. • 

Rev. Mr. Bier wanted to know whethor 
lb was advisable for a oommibtee to bo ap- 
pointed to draw up a resolution on oho Mani- 
toba aohool question. 

" No politics " called out one membor. 

Tho President thought ib would nob bo 
well to raiso tho quostion, and the matter 
waB dropped. 

A communication was reoeived from the 
Central Methodist ohuroh of Westminster 
asking that inasmuch as the mortgagees 
were pressing for intereat and capital and 
tho Sapperton property failod to provide its 
share, that the conaont of the conference be 
given to tho sale of a part of the Sapperton 
property or so mnoh of ib aa would satisfy 
the debt. This was referred bo the oburoh 
property commlbtee. 

The temperanco committee's report was 
road by Rev. R. B. Beavia, and teb forth 
that prohibition only was the effeotual 
remedy against the evila of intemperanoe ; 
that the present Sunday laws were violated, 
and that Indians were supplied with liquor 
up bhe coast. A recommendation was offered 
that efforts should be made to get a plebis- 
cite on the prohibition question ; also that 
the curfew law "now in successful opera- 
tion in tho East " bo enaoted here. 

Rev. E. Robson waa of opinion that to 
ask for a plebiscite oxcopb on the occasion of 
a general election waa to involve bho country 
In too much expense. It would cost ableaat 
§20,000 bo have one in British Columbia, 
and he did nob think the legislature would 
be inclined to go to such an expense. 

Rev. Mr. Green did nob wanb the 
plebisoito mixed up with a general oleotion 
and party questions. The only way to get 
a fair trial waB to have tho plebiscite alone 
or at the time of'municlpal oleotione. 

Rev. Mr. Thompson, seconded by Rev. E. 
Robson, moved to eliminate the prohibition 
clause as not definite enough. 

Rev. J. A. Wood wanted the clause ro- 
t-ilned. Evon if tho government would not 
grant it this year the oonforenco eughb to 
ask till It was given. 

At this point tho debate waa adjourned 
and the conference rose. 

Tho afternoon was devoted to tho meeting 
of the theological union of the annual con- 
ference, Rev. James Turner lecturing upon 
" The history of Mothodiat misaionary work 
in tho interior of our province." Tho lea- 
turo touched upon tho formation of the 
various mission distriota of the interior and 
gave incidenta of missionary life and experi- 
ences that added to tho interest of the sub- 
jecb. 

A question drawer on tho " Administra- 
tion of discipline " waa hold in tho evening 
In chargo of tho President of tho confer- 
once and tho Rev. J. Hall. 

Revs. C. Bryant, C. M. Tali), D. D. Burk, 
J. D. P. Knox ; Mcssra. J. H, Woodside 
and C. Lindmark havo been appointod the 
Sabbath Observance committee by tho con- 
ference. 

Almost tho entire crow of tho bark 
Sonoma, loading coal at Nanaimo for Alaska, 
desert od on Friday night. The rest of the 
coal fleet had taken the precaution to place 
watohmen In their vossoIb. This tho oaptaiu 
of tho Sonoma refused to do with tho above 
result. Not only wero tho men spirited 
away, hub so oarofully havo they been 
guarded that no trace of thorn can bo found. 
Union men are Bupposod to bo responsible. 
Ib would Bcem to bo impossible for tho ship 
to go to aoa without a union crew as no 
other men are presently available.

STILL NO TIDINGS 



Of the Overdue Missionary Steamer— 
The " Maude " Leaves to Search 
for Her. 

Various Opinions Offered as to the Fate 
of the "Glad Tldlug8"-Capt. 
Roberts' Views. 



Still another day has passed without 
bringing any nowBof bho missing missionary 
steamer Glad Tidings, and tho fear ia gen- 
erally exprcBBed that sho has boon carriod 
out to soa disabled. At the oponlng of the 
Methodiab conference yesterday morning 
bho following communioabion was read by 
bho president, Rev. Solomon Cleaver, and 
tho apeolal search oommlbbea was in- 
structed to wait upon Superintendonb 
Vowell immediately with the objeob of hav- 
ing stops taken by bhe government, if possi- 
ble, to dispatch another steamer to make 
diligent searoh in the neighborhood of 
Queen Charlotte sound: 

Indian Offioe, 

Viotoria, May 11, 1895. 

Bei\ S. Cleaver: 

Sin : — I have the honor to inform you that 
I havo jusb reooived a telegram from the 
Hon. X. Mayne Daly, suporintondenb- 
genoral of Indian affairs, Ottawa, asking 
mo to place tho Indian departmonb steamer 
Vigilant at your disposal to proooed in 
aearoh of tho Methodist missionary atoamer 
Glad Tidings. I may Btate that the steamer 
Vigilant is ab presenb on tho stocks under- 
going extensive repairs and will not ha tit 
for Bervice for about bwo weeks. I have 
notified Hon. Mr. Daly to thie effeot. 

A. W. Vowell, 
Indian Superintendonb. 

No further word being received from 
Ottawa in bho early aftornoon, probably 
owing to tho fact that all the departmental 
officea wero cloBod, the conference deoidod 
on iteolf taking immediate action. Ab the 
oponlng of the Theological Union in the 
afternoon Rev. Mr. Raley 's oommibbee re- 
ported that Capbain John Irving, general 
manager of tho C.P N. Co., had generously 
placed the steamer Maude ab their disposal, 
the conference being asked Bimply bo pay 
tho wages of hor crew during the time 
they were oocupied in tho search. 

Rev. C. M. Taib said thab he believed the 
Glad TidlDgB party to be by bhis time safely 
aboard the steamer Danube, which would 
pass over the aame route they had taken ; 
it waa evidonb to him thab bhe delay In the 
steamer's arrival was to be asoribed to her 
having fallen In with bho missionary steamer. 
He therefore advised the conference to take 
no action until tho mall steamer arrivod, 
which could nob now he long. 

The dangers of delay presented themselves 
to the other members of the conference, how- 
evor, and ib waa resolved to accept the offar 
of the Maude and send oub tho searoh party 
immediately, particularly as Capb. Roberta 
of tho Maudo had given it as his opinion 
that if tho machinery of thoGlad Tidings had 
broken down in Queen Charlotte sound, 
sho must have boen blown out to aea, from 
bhe direction the wind waa blowing on the 
day she left Bolla Bella. Rov. C. M. Tair, 
Mr. R. J. Walker, of Capa Mudge, and 
Rov. J. Calvert, of Salmon Arm, all of 
whom know tho coaat well, were appointed 
by tho conference to acoompany tho Maude 
on her aoarch. The steamer loaded coal 
and provisions as soon as this decision was 
reached and departed on her mission ab 5 
o'olook. 

Tho Hope, which arrived yesterday from 
the Northern logging oampB, brought ab- 
solutely no news of tho missing stoamor, 
and. the moBt careful inquiries in this city, 
Nanaimo, Union and Vancouvor failod to 
devolop any information. Tho aituatson Ib 
beginning to look vsiy grave and tho more 
hopeful viow taken Ib that sho has pub In for 
shelter aomowhero olong tho coBat with 
broken muchinory.
